The killing seems to have been 
premeditated, and was carried out with 
brutal ferocity’ and careful deliberation. 

The weapon used was a razor, and with it 
the woman’s throat was cut in the most aw- 
ful manner. One great, deep gash extend- 
ed almost from ear to ear, and from it the 
blood had flowed in great streams until the 
bed clothing and the carpets were complete- 
ly saturated, 

Even after the cutting had been done the 
woman possessed sufficient strength to arise 
from her bed and stagger about the room.

Mrs. Werten was in the City Hospital 
some weeks ago and it was claimed at that 
time that she was temporarily insane. She 
had been arrested for disturbing the peace 
of the Gypsy camp and was sent to the 
hospital for observation. A few days later 
she was released. 

While in the hospital she claimed that she 

had been deserted by her husband. He was 
a Gypsy, she said, and they had been mar- 
ried ten 8 They first met in New York 
and she fell in love,with him at once. He 
called at her mother’s house, but was de- 
nied admittance. She met him clandes- 
tinely and they eloped. 
For years they led a wandering life, stop- 
ping for a time at Washington and drifting 
ultimately to Little Rock. ere they separ- 
ated, their two children remaining with 
the mother. 

Mrs. Werten’s neighbors say that her 
mother is Mrs. A. E. McDonald of 1834 Lo- 
cust street, and that the latter is the owner 
of the lodging-house at 918 North Broadway, 
where the tragedy occurred.

Italian Kingdom. 


ROME, March 5.—The excitement 
throughout Italy caused by the defeat of 
Gen. Baratieri at Adowa on Sunday last 
by the Abyssinians, with the loss of from 
5,000 to 10,000 men killed and wounded, shows 
no signs of abatement. It is true, however, 


that the disturbance caused by the news 
of the great disaster and the consequent 
display of indignation against ths Govern- 
ment has been greatly increased by the 
calling out of the army reserves of the class 
of 1872,. which calls 80,000 additional men 
into active service. The great majority of 
these reserves are married men, whose 
families will thus be deprived of their 
chief or only support for an indefinite 
period. 5 
At Milan and other places, serious riot- 
ing has occurred when the reserves were 
preparing to obey orders, and in Many 
cities they have been prevented by force. 
Women and children led the revolt. Rati- 
road cars have been demolish rails torn } 
up and telegraph wires cut, and the police 
have been beaten and stoned into helpless- 
ness. e soldiers have been attacked, the 
bayonéts have freély used and men 
and women, frenzied with wrath, have 
thrown themselves on the naked steel of 
the troops. Large numbers of arrests have 
the troops everywhere are 
barracks, or occupying 
the streets, and night has been turned into 
day by torchlight processions, indignation 
meetings, riotous demonstrations in public 
equares, and in front of many of the Gov- 
ernment buildings.

“My plan,“ said Mr. Anderson, does not 
in any manner contemplate the raising of 
rices or the payment of greater profits by 
he retail trade.

Louis is so great as to preclude greater 
rofits. My plan intends that there shall 
a general agreement among houses as to 
territory. I should say that there are now 
thirty traveling salesmen, at heavy expense, 
eovering the Missouri Pacific Railway for 
St. Louis houses. I would reduce this num- 
ber to five by dividing mp ne territory s0 
that the five houses now doing the greatest 
amount of business in that territory ‘shall 
have it exclusively. Five other houses can 
have another stretch of territory and so on 
until the entire territory now covered by St. 
uis will ‘be equitably divided between the 
olses remaining in business, so that the 
competition will be materially reduced at 
the same time that the expense of doing 
business will be cut in half perhaps. 

“The number of traveling men_will be 

eatly reduced, as will also the office 

‘orces, At the same time the few houses 
will cover the territory allotted to them in 
most thorough manner. 

“My plan also makes provision for the 
rement of several houses from business. 
event of any of the houses retiring they 

will be paid a reasonable percentage for a 
term of say five years based on their pre-

My plan has not been generally dis- 
Cussed and may never be. I have talked 
with some of the arocers, however, and 
have recelved assurances that the plan is 
feasible.

Mr. Anderson’s plan has not been received 
Seriously by many of the trade. There are 
too many difficulties surrounding the plan,“ 
eaid a well-known grocer. It is true that 
we need something to place the grocery busi- 
ness oft a better basis here, but I do not 
think this plan will accomplish it, Mr. An- 
derson forgets, perhaps, that most of the 
houses will probably prefer to go out of busi- 
ness and draw the allotted percentage.

The grocers are, on the contrary, about to 
put into execution another plan for the 
correction of existing conditions. Some time 
ago the conclusion was feached that the 
Associated Wholesale Grocers of St. Louis 
Was not the right body to represent the 
grocers, as it was organized under the ben- 
evolent and educational section of the 
statutes and the transaction of business un- 
der the charter would be clearly illegal. 

Thursday application will be made for 
articles of incorporation for another gro- 
cers’ association. This body will be organ- 

zed on a business basis and will be regular- 
y capitalized for $2,600. Its plan was ex- 
plained by President Jacob Furth of the 
Associated Wholesale Grocers. 

The reorganization was recommended,” 
gaid he, in my annual report in January. 
The charter of the Associated Wholesale 
Grocers was granted under the benevolent 
and educational section of the statute, and 
no business could be legally transacted un- 
der it, Our new association will be a plain 
business corporation, capitalized for $2,500, 
and the shares will be sold like any other 
corporation. From the small amount of our 
capital it can be easily seen that we are 
mot forming a trust or combine. I am free 
to say, however, that we will endeavor by 
all legitimate methods and means to make 
as much money out of the grocery busi- 
mess as we can for our stockholders.

SHEPARD’S STRONG. POINT. 


Spoiled a. Fine Glassblower When He 
Took to Murder.

„Whenever they hang Noble Shepard,” 
said Detective Johnnie“ Howard to a Pos? 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday night, they 
will hang one of the best glass-blowers in 
America. I know, because I have worked at 
the business myself.“ a 

It was Detective Howard and his part- 
ner, big Mike Kelleher, who arrested Shep- 
ard in December, 1894, for the murder of 
Thomas Gilroy, alias Morton, and his mis- 
tress, Ligzle v. ad the foot of Potomac 
street, Carondelet, on Christmas éve. 

Lizzie Leahy was discovered with her skull 
crushed in by the blow of a hammer in a 
family boat, Four days later the body of 
Morton was found buried in the sand along 
the banks of the Mississippi River. His 
throat was cut. 

Lizzie Leahy died at the end of shirty 
days, with half her brain exposed, after 
gaining sufficient strength to state that 
Noble Shepard was never criminally in- 
timate with her, as he had claimed. 

Lizzie came of a respectable family at 
Alton, III 
1 “Aside from this crime,” said Detective 
Howard, “Shepard was all right. He was 
one of the swiftest glass-blowers in the 
United States, and there is no doubt about 
it. For nearly two years he was employed 
in the glass- department of the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery, and was such a 
swift ‘workman that he was always paid 
at the rate of 7 for three hours. No man 
can stand more than six hours of that 
work a day. They call it three hours on 
and three hours off,’ and it is a very good 
workman indeed who can average $14 a day. 

‘Kelleher and I Were certain that Morton 
had been murdered and we kept looking 
for his body, even after we had become dis- 
couraged, Sh had already been ar- 
rested on suspicion and Sergt. Lang, then 
acting Cantera of the Second District, was 
on the point of releasing him, when Mor- 
ton’s body was discovered. 

‘Say! said Detective Howard, “I never 
will forget that sight, if I live to be as old 
as Mejusalum! 

“If Morton’s body had not been discovered, 
Noble Shepard would have been released, 
and Morton would always have been re- 
garded as the murderer of his mistress.“ 

Noble Shepard is now only 27 years old. 
He was tried in Division No. 1 of the Crim- 
inal Court several months ago, and was 
sentenced to be hanged. A new trial was 
refused and the date for the ution was 
set for February 20, when Jam itzgerald 
shuffled off, An appeal to the Supreme 
Court acted-as a supersedeas, and Shepard 
is still in jail.

REV. PHELAN 8 TRIBUTE. 


Describes” ‘the Dead Archbishop as @ 
Saint of the Old School. 


Rev. D. 8. Phelan, editor of the Western 
Watchman, has written the following. edi- 
torial tribute to the memory of Archbishop 
‘Kenrick, for publication in this week's is- 
sue of his paper: 

He is gone, whose presence for fifty years 
was the sunlight of this diocese. He. is 
fallen, whose strong arm upheld the cause 
of charity, religion and learning in this city 
for half a century. The greatest church- 
man of ali the Americas is no more. Arch- 
bishop Kenrick passed away quietly and 
peacefully as a babe falls to sleep, not even 
disturbing the household that for months 
kept loving vigil at his pillow. It was a 
fitting close of a life hidden with Christ in 


“Archbisho Keéntick was a saint of the 
old school. He knew nothing about modern 
schools of ascetieism. He beljeved in God; he 
consecrated his life to God without reserve, 
and he lived for God alone. He never had a 
thought beyond the present duty. To say 
that he was a hermit would express but 
faintly the character of his religious life. 
He was a man more dead to the 
world than any anchorite that ever breathed 
the air of the T ; he was hidden from 
the world more absolutely than the Pris- 
oner Challon or the Man with the Iron 
Mask. He had no social.communion with 
the living and saw men and things only in 
the light of faith. He was a slave of duty 
far beyond the meaning that this express- 
ion usually conveys; he did not 
let his mind wander for a moment from the 
task he had in hand and his hand relax un- 
til it was finished. And his hours were 
doled out with the parsimony of a miser, 
who would make his store stretch to its 
farthest possible limit. His time was not 
his own, and he made no friends of the 
mammon of flesh and blood. Every half 
hour in the day had its assignment of work 
— every dax was in this respect the coun-

Rev. Fr. P. Peters, the venerable priest 
of St. Mary’s Church, Alton, died Thursday 
morning at 2:90 O7 elock.
